all states, but the practice goes merrily on.

Last year the number of |mmieides wg 
reported greater than in any previous twelve months 
Jacksonville reported a mufrder record of 58.8 per 100v 
600 population, St. Louis 21.7, Chicago 17.5, New Yorl

from Jacksonville by reporting 65 viofent deaths. 
-V All of these deaths were not caused by the use of pis 
teds oft other firearms, but a very large percentage oí <j 
them were. Many experts now take the position that pis 
tots, after all, are not defensive weapons. 
Their posi- 
is sutained by their deliberate judgment that more 
-instancerr occur, when possessors of pistols are aggress 
©¥*, than instances when the possessors of pistols are de$ 
fenders.

very charitable to place such a construction upon the 
attitude of the Magic City." And in mply to the sugges 
don about better highway connections The Times says: 
It has long been jrecognlzed in this immediate sec­ 
tion that the communities need expect nothing in the 
way of co-operation from Birmingham toward estab­ 
lishing closer relationships. 
Efforts 
which 
were 
made by the local people in years past along thc*e 
lines, when better road commtmieation* were nought 
and other movements looking toward mutual In­ 
terests suggested, found that no response might be 
expected from Birmingham, and the people have 
learned to turn to Nashville, Memphis and Chatta­ 
nooga as friendly cities eager to join in All mutual 
public movement*. 
On many occasions representa­ 
tives of these cities, and of their official organiza­ 
tions have visited the Tri-Cltles when such things 
were being undertaken, but if such a thing ever 
occurred with Birmingham participating it* is not re­ 
called. 
This sort of attitude on the part of such representative 
newspapers of the Valley no doubt reflects a sirnilai' 
ittitude among a considerable number of residents of that 
section. It makes it all the more important to take steps 
,o show them that they have a wrong conception of Bir 
ningham’s spirit of neighborliness and friendship to­ 
ward the various communities which go to make up this 
great state.—Birmingham Age-Herald.

Soma of the wealthy 
people were able to store quantities, of pre-prohibition 
liquors in their cellars, which action, ifi many states, not 
! yet is iílegal. Poorer people were unable, because of then

poverty, to reap the doubtful benefits from this oppor 
tunity. We realize these instances, which might be called 
imperfections in the law, but we do not condemn the pro 
hibition statutes because of them. 
In considering the proposed prohibitory tax qn pistols 
we must remember, as we havq done with prohibition 
that the object of American legislation should always be 
to render the greatest good to the greatest number.

Some eleven or twelve years ago The Daily published 
v beautiful composition, based on the Lord’s Prayer. At 
he time of publication, an explanatory note prefaced the 
composition, explaining that it had been captured during 
he civil war. The original was printed on a very heavy 
«tin, on July 4, 1883. 
The copy was taken from the 
original and picked up by A. P. Green, of Auburn, Ind., 
In Cdrinth, Miss., the morning the Confederate 
army 
evacuated, May 30, 1862. 
The Daily files do not disclose the source from which 
he composition found its way into this newspaper Qffice 
half a century afterward. 
Following itJs publication, 
Captain J. M- Robinson, well known local resident, liked 
the composition so well, members of his family filed 
t away in a Bible at their home. 
The other day Captain Robinson read the prayer again. 
Its beauty of expression and 
spiritual feeling has 
not changed with the passing years. 
Captain Robinson 
was so much impressed with the composition, that he 
decided then and there to return the copy to The Daily 
office, which he did.
